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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 ) A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/7/06 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2) The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3) Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kusano 
(6290310). 

Kusano provides a braking system for a vehicle, comprising: a braking device 
which puts a brake on a vehicle (figure 1); an operating device which includes an 
operating member (BP) that is operated by a driver of the vehicle in a braking force 
increasing direction, that is, an operating direction in which a braking force of the 
braking device is increased or in a braking force decreasing direction, that is, an 
operating direction in which the braking force of the braking device is decreased; and a 
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control device (ECU) which decides a target control value (108) for controlling the 
braking device based on an operation state amount and operation state of the operating 
member and which controls the braking device based on the decided target control 
value, wherein the control device includes an operating direction-dependant target 
control value deciding portion, that determines a relationship between the operation 
state amount and the target control value based on the operation state of the operating 
member and uses the determined relationship to set at least one of: an increasing 
direction target control value that is the target control value when the operating member 
is operated in the braking force increasing direction, and a decreasing direction target 
control value that is the target control value when the operating member is operated in 
the braking force decreasing direction to values different from each other at least in part 
of a control range. Please note that the values are going to be different, because the 
rate of change in the apply direction should be greater than the rate of change in the 
release direction. Further, the two values are different because one is a positive value 
and the other is a negative value. Please note that Kusano uses both a brake operation 
force detector and a stroke detector. Please note that figure 2 of Kusano shows a loop. 
The loop decides the increasing or decreasing target control value as it cycles through. 

Response to Arguments 
4) Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Kusano lacks the teaching of the value of the 
increasing direction control value and the decreasing direction control value being 
different from each other at least in part of the control range. Please note that it is 
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inherent that the values will be different at least in part of the control range because 
of differing means of pressurizing and depressurizing the brakes. Please note that one 
value being negative and one being positive is considered different values.
